The O l 
d Settlers* Log Cabin and Its C on­ 


tent* . 


The center of greatest interest on (>1*1 
Settlers’ Day at the Assembly Park 
last week was the. log cabin erected 
through contributions from the old set­ 
tlers of Lee county themselves or their 
descendants. 
The first design was to 
build a simple rough cabin of t he prim­ 
itive sort, and on a blazed surface of 
each log in the interior of toe cabin to 
carve the name and date of settlement 
of the donor. 
This was found to be im­ 
practicable, and such a cabin would ere 
long succumb to tin* elements, while a 
more enduring monument, still retain­ 
ing as far as possible the original idea, 
was desirable. 
So a thoroughly sub­ 
stantial structure was elected, retain­ 
ing the characteristics of the latter 
class of log house of a little later p* 
riod, thus linking tie4 earliesl days of 
settlement <»f Lee county with the pres 
cut and the future. 
Some appropriate 
way of commemorating indvidually the 
contributors (probably by a tablet) will 
be adopted later. 
The cabin, which 
is 18 x24 feet in size, is located a litt le 
south of east from the tabernacle, and 
is built of peeled logs, nicely dovetailed 
at the corners and rendered perfectly 
weather-tight, the 
interstices being 
fitted with strips and ti I led with mortar. 
It is one and a half stories high, the 
shingled roof extending out over the 
south or front side, forming a veranda 
or porch the whole length of the build­ 
ing. 
The interim' is one room below 
and an attic alsive, reached by an en­ 
closed stairway in the west end. under­ 
neath which is a small closet. 
The 
room down stairs is 7< feet from tie 
tloor of matched hard pine Ixntrds tot he 
rafters and is lighted by three small 
panod windows. 
A t the east end is an 
old-fashioned tircpiacc of mason a ry ex­ 
tended upon the outside into a large 
chimney hImivo the roof. 
The window - 
and doorway are cloned with battened 
shutters, and the porch is floored with 
flags tones of patent cement. 
Quito a number of interesting relies 
and valuable antiquities were gat bermj 
Within the walls of the cabin on Old 
Settlers' Day. some of which will be 
left, there permanently.

‘On the dead’ now, don’t give 
me away, and 1 w ill tell you some of 
the secrets of the pawnbrokers’ trade.” 
The remark was made in a little dark 
room in the rear of one of the lug loan 
offices not far from Madison and Dear 
born streets. The proprietor went on to 
say the reports show that 10 to 
15 per 
cent of all articles placed in “ hook" 
are never called for. 
Then often gold 
and silver are purchased outright by 
the pennyweight or ounce, ami in one 
way or another a large amount of the 
precious metals is accumulated. 
To 
turn old stylo goods into ready cash is 
the problem that confronts the loan 
broker. Bankrupt stocks of new designs 
and fresh goods till the cases in the 
counters and show windows, and the 
old material goes into new golden eagles, 
w ith Uncle Sam ’s stamp Upon them. 
On the tliKir of the back room, reach­ 
ed after setting half a dozen electric 
alarms g oing and the p is sin g of iiu 
nit rous buttons, was a peculiar oontriv 
unco looking like a •> inch tile stood 
on end, w ith a brass Iwurel covered with 
pijm*s by its side. 
A copper pan, some 
iron tools and some bowls that looked 
like common flowerpots lay on tin floor. 
“ This copper barrel,” said the pro­ 
prietor, “ is tilled w ith naphtha. 
These 
pipes lead to this tile or furnace. 
Thi» 
handle here is for the forcing of air be­ 
hind the naphtha so it w ill make a 
strong blast. 
These pot» are crucible» . 
Into tin* furnace we place the cruciblo; 
into the crucible g<r:s the gold. 
Hot, 
isn’t it? 
Bo hot that wo are compelled 
to wear colored g lasses to see what's 
going on. Hut that’s nothing to the way 
the tiling is done in Uncle Sam ’s fur 
naces. 
Now, her© g*K)S to till the cruci­ 
ble.” 
Into the stone jar wont gold watch 
cases and chains w ith fam ily histories, 
crests and initials, souvenir spoons and 
breastpins of forgotten dates, rings that 
could have spoken of wedding IhJIs and 
birthdays 
in 
the long 
ago, 
golden 
charms, scarfpins with the jew els re­ 
moved and (Kids and ends collected in a 
w eek’s trade. 
The estimated value of 
the hatful of stock was $ 1,000 in pure 
gold. Into the m elting collection went a 
lot of Ik » rax. This was to make the gold 
flow when sufficiently melted. 
There 
was no smoke, nothing but a sickly 
sm ell of naphtha, the noise of the blast 
and the g littering whiten©« » of the cru 
cible. 
To get. a closer look at th© inciting 
gold a pair of green eyeglasses was fur 
nished. 
As the broker stirred the con 
tenth of the crucible with an iron poker 
black bubbles would come to tie* top and 
pieces of coarser metal would be seen 
strug g ling to the surface only to sink 
back into the yellow gold now turn 
ed to fluid. The broker lifted the cruci 
hie out of the furnace and poured its 
white hot contents into an iron mold. 
The mold rested in a pan <»f water. All 
the gold settled into the mold, and the 
borax, turning black a« it hit th« * water, 
staid on top 
In a few m inutes the 
borax was knocked off and out fell a 
bar of gold weig hing several pounds, 
eig ht inches long and probably three 
fourths of an inch square. 
A fter clean­ 
ing the bar was laid aside for shipment 
to the treasury. 
“ Wo do this once a w eek,” said tie 
proprietor as lie shut oft the valve to tin* 
naphtha barrel. “ From her© the burs go 
to W ashington by expi't*-« . 
Before it 
value is returned we w ill pay out near 
ly $ 4 on $ 1,000. At I rich* Sam ’s works 
the bar w ill U» rem* Ited by a fiercer 
heat. 
Then tin* un it* d mass w ill U* 
poured into water, win re ir w ill form 
into shot or pellets of geld and silver 
and copper. These pellets are then plac­ 
ed in acid and the different, m etals sep­ 
arated. 
No, you can’t fool the g overn­ 
ment for a minute. 
Science does th« * 
work in good shape. 
After this process 
tin* treasury ships gold <-agios for flu 
gold and 
silver coin 
for the silver 
metal contained m the bar. 
So, you 
see, 
the 
old 
batt* red 
watch 
cast*, 
broken chain or

realm. 
Over $ 300,0(i>) worth of gold 
bars is annually sent from Chicago bro 
kers in this way, and not one js-rsou in 
10,000 ever sees how the m elting is 
dun©. 
Of cour-e many gold coins ar< 
made into jewelry and in course of tinn 
are sent back through our crucibles one*- 
more. 
This is on account of change of 
style in gold ornaments of all kuui- 
w hieh is constantly g oing on. 
Any 
profit? 
Oh, yes. 
We iigure all such 
things. 
An article pawned means to us 
only its weig ht in the crucible w ith a 
profit deduct'd.
